519.18 for use in operation of or­ 
phan# court next year, the county 
commissioners 
F r i d a y 
indicated 
there would be little or no in­ 
crease in the tax rate when the 
1946 levy is drawn up next Tues­ 
day. 
Under a resolution passed unani­ 
mously by the board. $800,000 in 
Treasury notes, Series “C \ which 
had been purchased from the pro­ 
ceeds of a school bond issue, are to 
be delivered to the Liberty Trust 
Company and 
re-invested 
in the 
same type notes. The notes became 
due April I. 
The bond issue was authorised in 
1941 by' the Legislature for erection 
! of schools and improvements to ex­ 
isting buildings, but no work could 
be started during the war, and re­ 
strictions are still in effect which 
prevent 
starting 
of

building 
program After the bonds were sold, 
the 
proceeds 
were 
invested 
in 
Treasury notes by the board, to be 
.held until the work could begin. 
The board yesterday approved the 


transfer Of $64.279 11, representing 
the balances in various accounts 
from the 1945 levy, to the conting­ 
ent fund, and applied as credit to 
the 1946 levy. 
Commissioner Charles N. Wilkin­ 
son, Jr., asked that the contingent 
fund be reduced to $25,000, but the 
motion was defeated.
